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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  during  the 
past  year.  Mumps  and  influenza  were  quite  prevalent 
during  the  month  of  December. 

Influenza  vaccine,  v^hich  was  perfected  during  the 
war  and  used  entirely  for  the  Armed  Forces,  has  been 
released  for  general  use.  This  should  lessen  the 
possibility  of  an  influenza  epidemic  this  coming  year. 

One  innoculation  taken  during  the  fall  months 
would  confer  an  immunity  to  the  disease  for  at  least 
three  months  and  possibly  longer.  The  exact  duration 
of  immunity  is  not  known. 

There  were  no  cases  of  undulant  fever  reported 
this  past  year.  However,  I  hope  we  shall  eventually 
have  pasteurized  milk.
